| Pursuit of the Elusive Yellow Metal,

| Eleven years in quest of the elusive 
|} gad and tully as successful as the 
average prospector, Joseph Martel is 
now sauisfied to settle down and lead 
the simple life on a farm in northern 
Alberta. He came direct from Daw- 
son ,arriving in Edmonton recently, 
and is visiting old friends, among 
others Ed. Wadleigh, deputy clerk of 
the district court ,with whom he be- 
came acquainted in the Yukon country 
back in 1961, 

Leaving Dawson for White Horse, 
Mr. Martel rode five days and a halt 
in a stage ,and at the latter place 
boarded a train on the White Pass 
railway for Skagway. From there he 
sailed to Vancouver, making the entire 
trip in comparatively short time. To 
a Bulletin representative yesterday 
afternoon, he declared that the battle 
for bread over barbed barricades into 
the uncertain gold fields beyond had 
lost much of its glamor fcr him, and 
his present plans contemplate going 
to the weace River country and taking 
up-some land there in the near fucure, 

Mr. Martel spent eleven years jn the 
Yukon district without a break, pros- 
pecting and working on government 
roads, While the best placer gold dls- 
ooveries in the last seven years were 
made during the fall just past, he 
says the individual miners are grad- 
ually dropping out of the business, 
On the other hand mining companies 
are increasing their operations and 
indications are that they will soon 
coniroi the mining imdustry. 

Smallpox Epidemic Affected Business. 

Owing to the strict quarantine regu- 
lations maintained during the smal)- 
pox epidemic, business was dull at 
Dawson last summer, They were all 
mild cases and not a single death re- 
sulted. Dawson now has a popula- 
tion Of about 2,000, with splendid 
schoc’s and a number of churches, 
There are twenty-seven places in the 
city where liquor is sold.- Before Mr. 
Martel left there, the authorities ar- 
rested forty gamblers, Stiff fines and 
jail sentences were imposed in the 
cases of those responsible for con- 
ducting the games, No attempt has 
been made to re-open the gambling 
houses, All places of business are 
closed up tight on Sundays,

son Ronald, a lad of about four yeals 
was discovered close to the wall be- 
neuth the east window with lie ex- 
tinct, Ronald had been left at home 
while his father and brother Glen had 
gone to the stable some few blocks 
ulsuince to tend their horses, 

Mother Also Absent, 

Mrs, Peterson was also working in 
a distant part of the town and the 
other members of the family, Herbert 
ahd Clarence, were at work up town.

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MAYO MEN WONT PAY RENT. 


2,000 People Strike on Sligo Estate and 
Obstruct Sheriffs Officials, 
Dublin, Jan, 4—For some time past 
there, has been a “no-rent’ campaigyv 
on the estate of the Marquess of Sligo, 
in County Mayo, The tenants demand 
@ reduction of six shillings in the 
pound, which, it appears, is the am- 
ount of reduction received on adjoin- 
ing estates which have been purchas- 
ed under the Land acts. The Mar- 
quess of Slizo refuses this demand, 
and so he is confronted by a combina- 
tion among his tenantry to pay no rent 
at all until the demand is conceded, 
As a sequel there have been a large 
number of decrees granted by the 
Quarter Sessions court, Recently the 
sheriff's officials made an attempt to 
execute some of these, and, in the 
cage of two tenants, seizures of cattle 


were made. Later an attempt was 
made to sell the cattle which had 
been seized to satisfy the landlord's 


decrees, but apparently the tenantry 
were determined to prevent the sale, 
if possible. A mob of 2,000 pecple 
with a band assembled, most of them 
being armed with heavy sticks and 
displaying a threatening €emeanor to- 
wards the police and baliffs, After a 
ood |deal, cheering and booing 
the sheriff's officer offered the cattle 
for sale, but as might be expected un- 
der the circumstances no bid was 
forthcoming, After waiting some time 
the bailiff announced that he had a 
private bid on behalf of the Marquese 
of Sligo, the amount in each case be- 
ing sufficient to meet the amount of 
the decrees, about $176. 

This announcement was Wceived 
with angry shouts and protests, Mr 
Walsh, chairman Of the district eoun-

cll, made a speech denouncing the 
confiscation of $350 worth of cattle 
for $175. The crowd became very 


threatening and excited, and a rush 
was made to rescue the cattle from 
the pound, whereupon the police drew 
their batons and drove the erowd into 
a field, many wounds being inflicted in 
the precess, Subsequently the tenante 
Whose cattle seld at what was 
regarded as beneath their full 
value were handed out of a defence 
fund cheques for $150 and $80 re- 
spectively recompense them for 
their loss.

Incursion of Men who are 
in Grande Prattic and 
Peace River Countries —Majority 
Have Come in Over Edson Trail, 


Annual 
Pioneering 


The annual exodus of 
the Peace River and Grand Prairie 
countries as well as the Athabasca 
district has opened and before the end 
of the memth will Ve at its height, The 
objective point for the ‘ 
monton and the purpose of their visit 
is the purchase of supplies. 

The majority of the settlers from 
Grande Prairie, who have arrived tn 
the city, have used the government 
trail into Edson, ‘This route is 250 
miles shorter than by way of Atha- 
basca Landing and the river and luke 
route to Grouard and from thence 
across country to Sturgeon Lake and 
on into Grand Priarie. 

Among the Grand Prairie and Peace 
River settlers who have come into the 
city during the last few days are Mr. 
and Mrs, W. F. Bredin, of Bear Lake, 
who are among the old timers of the 


north country; Peter Kelly, Wm, 
Klein, Jos, Pringle, Leo Shehan and 
Thos, Shehan, of Twin Lakes, which 1s 


in the eastern part of the prairie and 
is east of Bear Lake; Lee and Sam 
Hodgins, of Hermit Lake, which is 
south of Bear Lake, and is aout the 
centre of the prairie; Robert Beamer, 
of Patterson's Creek; Chas, Poppin, 
of Hermit Lake; John Wilson, of Bear 
Creek; John Buck, cf Beaver Lodge; 
Alfred Hughes, of Drystick Lake; 
Herbert Whitlam, of Bear Lake; John 
Clark, of Pattersen’s Creek; John 
Burns, of Drystick Lake; A. Patterson, 
of Bear Creek; and John Campbell, of

Speaking about the success of th 
crops last fall Mr. Hodgins declared 
that the Oats ran from 86 to 100 bush- 
els to the acre, When he left for 
Edmonton they were selling at $1.25 
per ‘bushel. The fall and spring wheat, 
which had been harvested, all looked 
fine and he had no doubt it would give 
excellent returns, although when he 
left very little of it had been threshed, 

The reason for this is the fact that 
a company promoted by Meade, 
Grant and Roberts, to be known as 
the Grande Prairie Central Threshing 
Machine company, had been organiz- 
ed for the purpose af purchasing and 
taking in to Grande Prairie a 20 horse 
power threshing machine, 

The general stores in Grand Prairie, 
Mr. Hodgins says, have been doing a 
big business. The Hudson's Bay com- 
pany, Revillon Bros., the Peace River 
Trading company, are all located on 
Saskatoon Lake; Mr. Johnson, at 
Beaver Lodge; Alfred Hughes at Dry- 
stick Lake, and John Burns, also at 
Drystick Lake. The Peace River 
Trading company, the company or- 
ganized in the old country by Fred 
Lawrence, is going after business on 
a large scale. At the present time 
they have 75 tons of supplies at Grou- 
ard, which they will freight across 
country by way of Sturgeon Lake to 
Grand Prairie, Last fall the stores in
